Tuberculosis in Ecypte 


Al Misri devotes en editorial to the report 
submitteda Dy Dre omar Shawky, Director of the lModical 
Soction at the Ministry of Social Affairs, to the Esyptian 
authoritics concorning: tuberculosis in Egypte In his roport, 
Dr. Shawky says that 300,0C0 Egy.t ians suffer from this dl- 
sense, and that tho avorage yearly doaths up to the year 
1928 wore 20,000 but this number fjurmpea to 30,000 in 1947. 
Only four hospitals and twonty outpationt clinics in Beypt 
troat porsons afflicted with this discaso. The parcr ox 
rrossos alarm at these figures and urges the governnont to 
take immodiatc stcys to combat this curso. 
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
